Treatment of Rugs. 


The manager of a Chicago carpet “de- 
partment, whose knowledge brings him 
an annual income of $10,000, advised 


the following treatment for valuable 


rugs: Lay them wrong side up on the 


grass, beat with a furniture beater, re- 
vere and sweep carefully, a soft brush 
being the preference or a good carpet 
sweeper. A little airing outside of the 
sun's rays is good occasionally, when 
they may be carried in the house. 

The average American housewife 
wears out her rugs by continual sweep- 
ing and beating, says Good Housekeep- 
ing. The plan of putting them upon a 
line every two or three weeks or even 
once a month and there having them 
whipped is not to be commended if the 
rugs are of avy valuo When a rug is 
to be thoroughly cleanea it should be 
sent where the work is;proverly done or 
jelse washed at home. Whenthe surface 
becomes soiled, it can be washed with no 
fear of injuring the colors, sincethe 
majority of oriental rugs are washed re- 
peatedly before reaching this country, 
and the dyes used are thereby mellowed 
and enriched. 

The best method of washing a large 


jrug is to stretch and tack it upona 


clean floor, then scour it well with 
soapsuds. After the scouring it must 
be thoroughly rinsed to remove all trace 


of the animal matter in the soap, after 


| which it should not be removed until it 


is perfectly dried. Then it will not 
sbrink and will lie perfectly flat opon 
the floor. A small rug may be tacked 
upon the side of the house or barn, 
|} scoured as if on a floor, and thenrinsed 
with a hose.

Terrible Calamity. 


Some six hundred persons, largely 
women and children, lost their lives at 
the fire in the new Iroquois theatre in 
Chicago on Wednesday afternoon. It 
seems almost impossible that such an 
event could happen, but it is too true. 
As tothe cause of the fire accounts 
differ, but there is little doubt that 
some of the scenery caught fire from 
sparks from the arc light. Ina few 
moments there was a rush for exits; 
the lights were turned eff and the panic 
which seized so mavy of them made it 
impossible to utilize the facilities for 
egress which had been provided. A 
still worse feature was the closing of 
the doors by the employes and refusing 
to let the people out. Seven of the 
employes of the theatre have been ar- 
rested as accessories on the charge of 
manslaughter. Four of them had packed 
their trunks and were about to leave 
the city. The managers of the theatre, 
on investigation, are said to be largely 


responsible for Wednesday’s awful 
disaster.

It is a 
good experience for any minister to go 
through, and I value highly all the 
friendships I have formed. But, New 
England bred, I am drawn to New Eng- 
land; to words on a 
slightly similar occasion, ‘‘I am going 
home.’’ Another can carry on the work 
in this great city as well, and perhaps 
better than I have done, and to a still 
higher success. With a congregation 
steadily increasing and an unusually 
large band of young people, earnest and 
continually adding to their nambers, 
the field offers much to the minister 
who may follow me. I desire my pasto- 
rate to February 1, 1904.

In 1893 our pension payments cost $2.44 
per capita of our population, which has 
been reduced to $1.75 for last year. The 
rolls contain the names of five pension- 
ers of the Revolutionary war, and 1116 
of the war of 1812.

The discovery was made 
incidentally while negroes were being 
treated at the university for cancer and 
lupus, and, while no attempt so far 
has been made to experiment with the 
skin of a healthy negro, Dr. Pancoast 
himself believes it is possible to change 
the color. 


—It is unofficially stated that Maine 
will close the present year with a round 
half million dollars in the treasury, the 
largest cash balance at the end of a 
year in the history of the state. More- 
over, the state has no temporary loans 
to meet, and is steadily reducing the 
bonded debt caused by the Civil war.— 
Farmington Chronicle. 


—Good citizens must needs feel satis- 
fied with a judge who imposes a sufli- 
ciently heavy sentence upon those whose 
being at large is a menace to public 
safety. During the past week Judge 
Hardy has shown himself wortby to be 
trusted with the meting out of justice 
by his treatment of men guilty of 
burglary and the assaulting of women. 
The severe penalties inflicted upon these 
men must goa great way toward the 
suppression of such crimes, which are 
altogher too prevalent in this country. 
An attempt at burglary almost inva- 
riably involves premeditated assault, 
often with intent to kill, for the burg- 
lar, having proceeded thus far in vio- 
lation of the laws of society, will at all 
times be ready to defend himself, at 
whatever cost. It would seem that a 
man once guilty of assault or robbery 
should forever be denied the privilege 
of personal freedom. Such a sentence 
as punishment for such crimes is but a 
just protection for the great body of 
peaceful and law-abiding citizens,— 
Boston Home Journal. 


—The Worcester West Chronicle says 
that asylums and charitable institutions 
are being overcrowded in New York by 
the families of men who went out on 
the building strike and spent the sum- 
mer in idleness. 


—A German doctor, who bas been 
collecting information about the habits 
of long-lived persons, finds that the 
majority of those who attained old age 
indulged in late hours. Eight out of 
ten persons over eighty never went to 
bed till well into the small hours, and 
did not get up again till late in the 
day. 


The announcement was made last 
week that the Bell Telephone Company 
and other telephone companies assv- 
ciated with it have finally been dis- 
solved as Massachusetts corporations. 
A namber of other changes could be re- 
called in which Massachusetts has lost 
important corporations. Fewer argu- 
ments would be heard against the new 
corporation law if those who are op- 
posed to it understood the importance 
of keeping corporations, which are 
organized here, and of encouraging 
Massachusetts concerns to incorporate 
under the laws of this state.—Banker 
and Tradesman. 


—The Mississippi Democratic legisla- 
ture, which meets next week, will 
leave no uncertainty on ils attitude to- 
ward Panama.

Sailors’ Sng Harbor. 


The Sunday Post printed an illustrat- 
ed page story of local interest, frow 
which we make the following quutation: | 

Perhaps there is no institutiou of its 
age near Bostun of which less has been | 
written or of which as little is known 
so far as the general public is concerned 
as the Sailors’ Snug Harbor. Although 
it is in Quincy, it is largely a Boston 
institution. It was founded through the 
efforts of a Bostonian in 1852, and its 
present trustees are many of them Bos- 
ton men. It is maioly supported | 
through the income from invested funds 
and also from time to time it has re- 
ceived unrestricted legacies. 

It was captain R. B. Forbes who, 
while he bad grown rich himself, yet 
realized that there should be some sort 
of a retreat for those to whom the sea 
bad given little but a penniless and 
helpless old age, who first planned the 
Sailors’ Snug Harbor. Captain Forbes 
sailed arelief ship from the United 
State to Ireland at the time of the 
great famine in ’48, when his crew was 
picked from men who had all been 
themselves masters of vessels. 

So, in 52, he with P. Greeley, Jr., 
and Josiah Brown incorporated tbe 
‘*harbor,’’ announcing that it was “for 
the purpose of relieving and supporting 
decrepit, infirm or aged  sailors.’’ 
Since then bundreds have come, some} 
for a season, but most for what was) 
left of their lives.

GOING BACK TO THE FARM. 


The Agricultural College as a Factor 
In Upbuilding of Country Life. 

One of the most serious problems 
that confronts the economic world ta 
day is to keep the young men on the 
farms, says the Lewiston (Me.) Jour- 
nal. For many years there bas been a 
tendency to congregate in the cities, 
and to such an extent has this been 
carried that all the vocations of city 
life have been so overcrowded that to- 
day it is well nigh impossible for a 
stranger to get a foothold. For every 
situation there are a score of appli- 
cants, and the young man who has no 
influential friends to render him aid is 
indeed unfortunate. We have long be- 
lieved that this condition of affairs 
would correct itself. One of the rea- 
sons that our young men have been so 
willing to leave the old country home 
has been the lack of country attrac- 
tions. ‘This can hardly be said to hold 
good today. The trolley car, telephone 
and free rural delivery have well nigh 
wiped out the distinctions between city 
and suburban life. Another powerful 
factor now working for the pubuilding 
of the country life is the agricultural 
college. Our young men are fast learn- 
ing that farming is no longer the hap- 
hazard business of a former day, but is 
one of the most exacting and scientific 
of pursuits. With this knowledge 
come a higher respect for the voca- 
tion and a stronger desire to enter the 
industry. The tide is thus gradually 
but surely turning, and the time is near 
at hand when farming will be held in 
the same high regard here that it has 
long been in England. In that country 
when a man achieves financial success 
he at once seeks a country estate for 
a home. 

Here the reverse has long held true, 
and the city home has been held up as 
the ideal. This false system of ethics 
is rapidly going to the wall, and a more 
exalted idea of country life is taking 
its place. Rich and poor alike are be- 
ginning to take to the farm. It is the 
ideal spot for a home. 


A NOVEL PHENOMENON. 


Dr. W. J. Hammer Has an X Kay 
Tube That Sings. 

Dr. W. J. Hammer, an electrical en- 
gineer of New York city, whose stud- 
ies of the phenomena exhibited by vac- 
uum tubes have attracted attention on 
both sides of the Atlantic and who is 
the author of a book on radium, recent- 
ly made a novel observation which 
may possibly prove significant, says 
the New York Tribune. He noticed 
that one of these tubes after being ex- 
cited and then being removed from the 
influence of any recognized force emit- 
ted a faint, continuous musical sound 
for several minutes. It might be sug- 
gested that the effect was purely ther- 
mal and came from two tiny disks of 
metal close to each other and constitut- 
ing one of the terminals inside the 
tube. This terminal, the “anticathode,” 
had been slightly damaged by over- 
heating, and a small hole had been 
burned through it. 

Text books on physies describe a phe- 
nomenon similar to that here men- 
It is observed with appars itus 
known as “the Trevelyan rocker.” Dr. 
Hammer is convinced, however, that 
the sound from his tube is not produced 
in this manner. His own theory is that 
the tube is acted upon by a class of 
ether waves emitted from some distant 
source akin to those which have been 
suggested as a possible cause of the 
radiations of radium. Whatever Dr. 
Hammer's riper judgment in the mat- 
ter or the opinions of other experts, the 
incident is noteworthy. 


NEW CORN AND COB RECORD 


Missouri! Farmers Who Will Shell 
Their Corn Before Selling It. 

According to good authorities, the 
highest average amount of corn to the 
cob that can be raised is about SS per 
cent corn and 12 per cent cob, But the 
high authorities had not heard from 
Missouri when they figured up their 
average, and two Cooper county farm- 
ers have recently made it look like 30 
cents, says the Kansas City Journal. 

W. J. McFarland of near Boonville 
recently weighed seventy pounds of 
corn in the ear. He then shelled the 
corn and weighed corn and cobs sepa- 
rately. The corn weighed sixty-four 
and one-half pounds and the cobs five 
and one-half pounds, making 92 1-7 per 
cent corn and 76-7 per cent cob. The 
corn was exhibited at the Boonville 
corn show. R. B. Johnston of Clark’s 
Fork, who made a display at the Boon 
ville show of thirty-nine pounds of 
corn, found after shelling it that his 
corn weighed thirty-four and one-half 
pounds and his cobs four and one-half 
pounds—that is, he raised 586-13 per 
cent corn to 11 7-13 per cent cob. 

In almost all the states of the Union 
seventy pounds of corn on the cob is 
considered a bushel and fifty-six pounds 
off the cob. It would pay men who 
raise such corn as do Messrs, McFar- 
land and Johnston to shell their corn 
before selling it. 


Motor Building In France, 

Probably few foreigners have any 
idea of the extent to which the motor 
ear industry has been developing in 
France, says the Autocar. Last year 
there were seventy makers of complete 
chassis, turning out 15,000 vehicles. 
During the present year this number 
has been enormously increased. It is 
clear that if all these makers are to do 
a profitable business there must be a 
rapid increase of demand. But as long 
as prices are so high this desired in 
crease is not likely to be required. Mak- 
ers have been giving special attention 
to the export trade, which has grown 
at a phenomenal rate during the past 
two years, and as the value of auto 
ears sent abroad during the first ten 
months of the year totaled nearly 44,- 
000,000 frances it is certain that the ex- 
ports for 1903 will exceed £2,000,000.

Cut three pounds of 
lean steak into strips three inches long 
and four inches thick ; putit to stew in 
sufficient boiling water, but not enough 
to cover the meat, After stewing 
slowly half an hour add a little sweet 
thyme, a tablespounful of parsley 
chopped fine, a geod sized onion cut in 
Slices and pepper. After the seasoning 
is added continue stewing aptil the 
meat is very tender. Now add enough 
cornstarch to make the gravy as_ thick 
as cream, adding at the same time salt 
and Worcestershire sauce. Have ready 
S'x or eight hard-boiled eggs, and place 
them in alternate layers with the meat 
in a pie dish; pour the gravy over all 
and cover with rich pastry, The gravy 
should be tolerably thick and not too 
much of it. Be careful not to put too 
much water into the meat at frst, and 
do not fill the pie dish to within an 
inch and a half of the top. A lean 
steak is better for this than a sirloin, 
which is too fat.

MAYOR CHARLES M. 


The message of Mayor Bryant to the 
City Council should meet with hearty 
approval from top to bottom. It is as 
follows: 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

Inasmuch as you meet regularly 
throughout the year and in special 
session whenever the executive has oc- 
casion to call you together. I do not 
believe in an extended inaugural address 
at this time. 

I should much prefer to close these 


proceedings, after submitting to you al 


statement of our financial condition, 
with a few words of greeting; and later 
send to you for your consideration, 
recommendations and reports bearing 
upon such subject matters as then 
needed your immediate attention. But 
custom bas decreed that the Mayor in 
an inaugural address on this day, shall 
at least outline something of bis policy 
for the ensuing year, therefore I will at 
this time touch on certain matters 
which in my opinion you can consider 
with profit to the city and I will also 
give you infurmation on certain other 
matters which may be of iaterestto you. 
FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

I fully realizs that our financial con- 
dition is the subject uppermost in your 
mind as well as the miaods of all our 
citizens and I regret very mach that in- 
auguration day coming so soon after 
the first of the year does not enable me 
to submit to you such a detailed report of 
our financial situation as I should like 
to give to this Council. The Treasurer's 
and Auditor's reports will, however, give 
you additional information later, and I 
will now read to you the statement 
usually furnished at this time.

You will observe that the total in- 
crease for current expenses during the 
past year over thoseof preceding years 
was but $8,633.63. This includes the 
sewer and water departments, as well 
jas all other departments of the city. 
The increase in the total amount of 
loans issued of every character was 
$13,937.65 and this inclades the last 
loan made by the Council of 1903 of 
$10,500 for the Atlantic school-house 
lot, which was really made the first day 
of this year, thongh dated Dacember Ist 
of last year. Were it not for the two 
loans aggregating $80,000 which we 
were obliged to negotiate to provide 
ready money to meet expenses, there 
would have been for this city an 
almost unprecedented net reduction of 
the city debt on the first day of Jan- 
uary. 
In view of all that has been suid and 
published on this subject, it seems al-

most unnecessary for me to go into any 
extended explanation of why we had to 
borrow money to the extent we did for 
current expenses. Perhaps it is suffi- 
cient to say that the principal reasons 
were that we couldn't collect in our 
back taxes soon enough and that we 
didn’t borrow enough money and for a 
| long enough time in anticipation of the 
taxes for the year just passed. These 
are the principal reasons, uodonbtedly, 
but added to these were other condi- 
Itions which brought about a combina- 
tion of circumstances which nu other 
administration has been obliged to face. 
This year we were obliged to make good 
all balances in the treasury for construc- 
tion accounts and n0 new construction 
loans of any importance were made to 
take their place, Heretofore it has been 
the custom for the City Treasurer to 
use whatever balances there were in the 
bavk not immediately needed for the 
purpose for which the appropriations 
were made, to make up the amount 
needed for current expenses, and would 
thea replace the amuunts used upon re- 
ceipt of back taxes. The contention 
has besn that it was not wise to borrow 
mooey for current expanses as many 
cities do when there was cash in the 
bank not immediately required for other 
purposes. This method has worked all 
right in other years, ani I believe, has 
resulted in a saviog of interest to the 
city. Lam free to confess, however, 
that I do notaltogeth sr like itand should 
prefer to see the city carry a larger cash 
balance on hand if there is a legal way 
of duing it. I trast, however, that you 
will not conclude, either from what you 
have heard or from what I have said, 
that we hare not ample cash assets with 
which to psy all debts incurred for run- 
ving expenses. 

There was due us January Ist from 
taxes of the last four years only, 
together with cash in the treasury and 
receipts available over $280,000, the 
notes and loans referred to amount to 
$260,000. The leeway being more than 
sufficient to make good all balances for 
constraction appropriations and such 
bills as were not presented January 
first. This does not not take into 
account as assets any of the taxes due 
the city for the years between 1894 and 
1900. There are enough of these taxes 
which will be collected, eventually, to 
offset at least abatements and uncol- 
lectible taxes of the four years just 
passed, 

It is perfectly obvious to you, how- 
ever, that we cinnot bope even with 
more strenuous efforts on the part of 
tbe Tux Collector to get in all of these 
back taxes this year so that probably 
it will be necessary to either carry over 
one of these municipal loans into next 
year, or make a uew one. It is my 
present intent to push the collection of 
taxes this year to an extent never be- 
fore attempted, and I expect the bal- 
ance uncollected for the years previous 
to 1904 will on December 3lst next be 
the smallest in the history of the city. 

Personally, I am much pleased that 
this question has come to a bead dur- 
ing my term of office. If strenuous 
methods are necessary to put the city 
in a better financial condition I am 
ready to undertake them. The discus- 
sion which we have had on this subject 


will strengthen the hands of this ad- 
ministration to compel the payment of 
taxes at an earlier date than heretofore. 
I am io favor of abating all those taxes 
not collectible of the early years of the 
city government and which in my 
opinion should have been abated by the 
assessors or collected by the collectors 
long before my administration came in- 


to office. 

I promise you that I will make a 
most careful study of the city finances 
this year, and I expect to receive your 
co-operation and assistance to the end 
that we may bring the city up to date 
with the most advanced in Massachu- 
setts in the matter of municipal book- 
keeping. 

On January 1, 1904, our borrowing- 
capacity was $33,240.15, This has since 
been increased by the payments made 
on our debt to $35,190.15 and in Febru- 
ary will be still further increased $30,- 


000. 
The amount which we can this year 


assess for current expenses under the 
law, enabling us to raise $12 per 
$1000 of the Assessors’ valuation for 
the preceding year, less all abatements 
to December 81st, is $275,316. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 


It is a pleasure to note that the 
liberal policy of the Councils of past 
years in making appropriations for the 
extension of water mains has proved of 
the very best kind of financial policy. 

In the past four years, by reason of 
these extensions, we have been enabled 

to obtain 1,437 new consumers and our 
revenue has increased approximately 
#8,000 per year. 

Not only have the individual takers 
on these new lines been benetitted ig 
health and comfort by having an ample 
supply of pure water, but hydrants 
lave been erected along the lines, 

| giving greatly increased fire protection 
to our ever-increasing property. 

A large number of fire hydrants adds 
to the efficiency of the Fire Department 
and is something which is of benefit to 
the city as a whole, and I believe that 
in the interest of better fire protection, 
and also as good business policy, it 
would be wise for this Council to con- 
tinue to make liberal appropriations 
for further extension of the water 
system. 

In the past the city has lost a consid- 
erable amount of revenue from the fact 
that the ordinance relating to the col- 
lection of water rates bas not been 
strictly enforced. I realize that to ef- 
| ficiently enforce this ordinance we must 
necessarily make the head of the Water 
Department an unpopular man, but the 
business interests of the city are para- 
lenomir to popularity. If the rates are 


back rates from the new owners, and 
from this fact many hundreds of dollars 
are lost to the city. This year we have 
taken strenucus methods to collect wa- 
ter rates and enforce this ordinance, and 
the Commissioner of Public Works has 
shut off the water, irrespective of who 
the householder might be, when the 
bills were not promptly paid. 

As a result of this policy, the city 
during the past year has collected to 
Dec. 31, 1903, from water rates the 
sum of $86,000, the amouaot of uncol- 
lected rates being the smallest of any 
year since the city purchased the 
works. The cuming year I shall insist 
that the ordinance be as strictly en- 
forced and all water will be turned off 
unless the bills for the same are paid 
on or before February 10th. 

The Metropolitan Watcr Board have 
been asked to make a report tu the 
Legislature about restricting the waste 
of water and compelling the use of 
meters in the Metropolitan district. If 
the Legislature takes any action upon 
this matter this year, it is very likely 
that I shall ask the Council to enact 
some additional ordinances with a view 
to carrying out thelaw which we expect 
the Legislature will pass. 

I would suggest that the care of the 
hydrants be considered by the Council. 
Under the present ordinance hydrants 
are supposed to be cared for by the Fire 
Department but the appropriation given 
to the Fire Department for this purpose 
is insufficient to properly do the work. 
As a result, the hydrants get sadly out 
of repair and then the Water Depart- 
ment is obliged to put them in repair, 
the expense of which is taken frum the 
appropriation for construction. I be- 
lieve this to be wrong and I recommend 
that the Water Department be given 
sufficient appropriation to enable it to 
care for and repair bydrants and that 
the ordinance regulating this matter be 
so changed that tbe responsibility in 
the future will be placed upon the Com- 
missioners of Public Works to care for 
and maintain the hydrants. 

I desire at this time to call your at- 
tention to the fact that considering the 
amount of business done by the Water 
Department, namely that it has nearly 
doubled in the past five years while the 
cost of maintenance has not materially 
increased, great credit should be given 
to Mr. Knowlton, the Commissioner of 
Public Works, for the efficient and 
economical manner in which he has 
managed the affairs of this Depart- 
ment, 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Tbe Police Department is entitled to 
praise for the good work it has done 
during the last year. The addition 
made in the number of patrolmen has 
greatly increased its efficiency, and I 
would recommend to the Council that 
the force be still further increased by 
the addition of one more patrolman. 
In my opinion, there should be an 
additional man on duty in the Square. 
At present, the business district is 
unprotected during certain hours of the 
morning. With an additional patrol- 
man, the men assigned to this district 
could so arrange their bours of service 
as to adequately protect the district 
during the whole twenty-four hours of 
the day. 

The signal service system, supplement- 

ed by the patrol wagon, has been of 
the greatest assistance to the Depart- 
ment. It is, however, necessary to in- 
stall three new police signal boxes, one 
to be located at Liberty street, near 
the large brick block at the janction of 
Brooks avenue, one on Granite street 
near Mr. Swithin’s shed, and one on 
Adams street near Whitwell street. I 
have obtained information concerning 
the cost uf installing these boxes, ‘and 
I am informed that the amount required 
would be $1,115. I therefore ask the 
Council to appropriate this amount for 
that purpose as early as possible, so 
that this Department may have the full 
benetit of these boxes at once. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 

We have been very fortuoate the past 
year in being free from epidemics of 
smillpox and other contagious diseases, 
and although our pest house has been 
ready for occupancy at all times, we 
were not obliged to use it. The con- 
struction of this hospital, however, by 
the city was, in my opinion, a wise in- 
vestment, 

The question of properly and efficient- 
ly cleaning vaults and cesspools has not 
as yet been solved in a satisfactory 
manper, nor do I believe we will get 
good results until the city does this 
work, I propose to again ask the 
Council to consider this matter in all 
its bearings and at the same time con- 
sider the subject of the collection of 
ashes. 

From our experience in the past, Ido 
not believe it advisable to make long 
contracts on behalf of the city with aoy 
person as Public Scavenger. On the 
other band, I am of the opinion that no 
person can contract todo this work 
properly without the expenditure of a 
large sum of money to obtain the neces- 
sary equipment, which is special in its 
character; therefore they cannot afford 
to make a contract which is not for a 
term of years. Furthermore, the prices 
which have obtained inthe past for 
doing the work of both cleaning cess- 
pools and vaults have not been sufficieot 
to enable the contractors to do the work 
in all parts of the city thorougbly and 
efficiently and yet make a fair profit. 

The sewerage dumping tanks now in 
use have proved their worth and are all 
right as far as they go, but they were 
not designed or intended to care for 
vault matter containing stone chips, 
ashes, tin cans and refuse of a like 
character. For such materials a dump 
should be provided, aod whether the 
premises be located far from or near to 
this dump, all matter taken from the 
same, unsuitable for tanks, should be 
carried to the dump established. 

I believe that this work would be 
more conscientiously and efficiently per- 
formed by the city employes uvder the 
direct supervision and control of the 
Board of Health than by any contractor. 
With the sewerage tanks taking care 
of all the cesspool and liquid matter, 
the comparatively small portion of vault 
matter handled could be easily disposed 
of without offence to the persons re- 
siding in the locality where the dump 
was established. 

I would suggest, therefore, thgt ao 
appropriation be made at once in order 
to enable us to purchase the necessary 
outfit referred to; agd that an ordi- 
nance be passed establishing a schedule 


for cleaning vaults and cesgpools, all 
the work to be placed under the charge 
of the Board of Health. After the 
initial expenditure for the outfit, and 
ao additional small appropriation for 
the running of the department the first 
year, the department would, in my 
opinion, be self-supporting. 

In regard to the collection of ashes, I 
deem it would be best to place this 
under the charge of the Commissioner 
of Public Works. He could handle this 
work in connection with the Street De- 
partment, and with the teams of that 
department could do the work more 
economically than could tke Board of 
Health.

There are portions of certain 
streets which should be paved each 
year. There_are also a number of new 
streets which should be built and 
accepted_to keep up with our growing 
development and increasing population, 
but before any of these improvements 
are andertaken, additional accommoda- 
tion should_be provided for the High 
School, the needs of which are most 
imperative. 

Tue past year has seea the comple- 
tion of the new iron bridge across the 
Weymouth Fore River. This bridge 
was built by the County Commissioners 
under an act of the Legislature, and 
three commissioners will soon be ap- 
pointed to assess the costs on the cities, 
towns and corporations which are found 
by this commission to be benefited.

County Salary Revision. 


Norfolk country is interested in the 
report on revision of salaries made to 
the Legislature on Wednesday, as some 
fadical changes are proposed in the 
salaries of Norfolk county officials. 
Some are increased and some are 
decreased. 

The most important changes contem- 
plated are: Reductions of $200 each 
for the Norfolk county commissioners, 
to $1,200, and an increase of $700, 
for the Norfolk County clerk of courts, 
to $3,500, as will be seen by the follow-

The committee recommends that the 
police, municipal and district courts, 
ether than the municipal court of Bos- 
top, in respect of salaries of the jus- 
tices, be divided into ten classes; that 
the clerks receive a salary equal to three- 
fifths of the salary of the justices, and 
that the assistant clerks receive a salary 
equal to two-thirds of the salary of the 
clerks. 

The report says

to equalize salaries, but rather to grade 
up the lower salaries to the one highest 
in the class, thereby adding every year 
to the burden upon the treasuries of 
the counties and the commonwealth. 

‘*The aim of this committee has been 
to formulate a system, not only for offi- 
eials of the lower courts, but for county 
officials, making 
radical changes in existing salaries, 
shall produce a uniformity of compen- 
sation for work of similar character in 
various parts of the state, and which, 
if adopted, will discourage, if not alto- 
gether prevent, individual application 
for increased salaries.

Working together, they found it, nam- 
ing it polonium in honor of her native 
At her instance they lived even 
more frugally, economized to the point 
of penury, spent their small savings on 
further experiments, and from their 
combined efforts came the 
achievement with which their names 
will associated. There is no 
sex in science, as there is none in art, 
and as there is coming to be none in 
the professions and in commerce. And 
if this remarkable woman lived in 
Boston she might be allowed to vote 
for School Committee and perhaps 
might aspire to a seat in that board.—

Household Receipts. 


Cabbage Soup. Two pounds of lean 
beef, chopped, and the same of mutton 
bones well cracked ; one firm white cab- 
bage ; one onion; bunch of sweet herbs; 
one cup of milk, heated, with a pinch 
of soda; one tablespvonful of butter, 
rubbed in one of flour, pepper and salt; 
three quarts of water. Cook beef, 
Onion and bones, in the water four 
hours, boiling slowly. Boil the cab- 
bage in two waters; let it get cold, and 
shred only the white parts into rather 
coarse dice. Cool the soup, and take 
off fat. Put over the fire with pepper 
Hav- 
ing boiled it one minute skim, and put 
in the cabbage. 


Ham Patties. One pint of chopped 
cold lam,mixed with two parts of bread 
crumbs, wet with milk. Put the batter 
into gems pans, break one egg over 
each, sprinkle the top thickly with 
cracker crumbs and bake until browned. 


Fried Parsnips. Let them lie for 
fifteen minutes in cold water, then 
| drain and cook in boiling water from 
one to three hours. When could, cut in- 
to strips lengthwise and fry in butter. 
If preferred, they may be dipped in 
batters before frying. Cold parsnips 
left uver from a previous day's dinner 
may be used in this way.

New Trial Wanted. 


Verdicts were reached oo Thursday 
afternoon in the cases of G. F. Fair- 
cloth vs. P. J. Williams and G. W. 
Prescott, both actions for libel, which 
have engrossed the attention of the 
Norfolk Superior court since Monday, 

The jury awarded the plaintiff a ver- 
dict of $500 against Mr. Williams, and 
$250 against Mr. Prescott. 

The action was founded on the pub- 
lication of charges preferred by P. J. 
Williams, chief engineer of the Quincy 
Fire department, against Mr. Fairclotb, 
who was a member of the permanent 
force of the department. The charges 
were published in the Diily Ledger 
without comment, and the testimony 
showed that no one connected with the 
paper had any ill feeling against Mr. 
Faircloth. That the publisher should 
have been found guilty of libel is there- 
fore a surprise. 

P. R. Blackmur, Esq., counsel for 
both defendants, will move at once for 
a new trial on ground that the verdict 
was against the evidence, against the 
weight of the evidence, against the law 
and the evidence, and against the in- 
structions of the law as given by the 
court to the jury.

the Fore River Works Tuesday after- 
noon, but owing to the secrecy that 
now surrounds anything that transpires 
at the works the fact did not become 
known to the police until some hours 
later, and even then it was denied 
that any shooting had taken place. 
This greatly handicapped the police in 
their work and gave the person who 
committed the crime a good opportuni- 
ty to escape if he desired. 

The man shot was Winfield S. Pote, 
one of the foremen. It appears that be 
was working under the battleship 
Rhode Island when shot. The deafening 
noise made by the power riveters pre- 
vented the report of the shot from 
being heard. 

Pote thought at first that be bad been 
hit with a piece of steel. He walked 
to the timekeeper’s officer, and from 
there to the emergency hospital, where 
it is said he was treated by Dr. Pease, 
the yard physician, for a fractured rib. 

Later in the evening the wound began 
to bleed, and ))r. Middleton was called, 


as Dr. Pease had gone away. Dr. 
Middleton found tbat the man had 


been shut; that the bullet bad entered 
near the centre of the back, and lodged 
under the right shoulder blade. 

The wound was probably made by a 
22-calibre bullet. Dr. Middleton probed 
for it, but could not find it. 

Officer Bradley heard the report of a 
man being injured but could obtain no 


particalars., He, however, notified 
police headquarters. 
The first direct information came 


from Dr. Middleton who notitied Officer 
Larkio. 

Inspector McKay called the emergency 
hospital at the works by telephone, 
but the police say it was positively 
denied that anything of the kind bad 
taken place. 

Inspector McKay, however, imme- 
diately drove to the works. Then he 
was not permitted to see the 
Sowever, he held an interview with 
him on Weduesday. 

Pote told him that he was threatened 
with personal violence on Tuesday 
morning, becauso he had brought men 
from Philadelphia to take the place of 
men employed in the yard. He said 
that he had also been threatened by a 
man who said, ‘‘If you don’t get out of 
here quick you will be taken oat. I'd 
risk my life to get you out of here.”’ 

Acting upon information 
from Officer Bradley 
James Riley, an employe at the works. 
Riley was arraigned in court Thursday 
morning for threatening Pote, and was 
held in $1,000 until next Thursday. 

When President Bowles arrived at the 
works Wednesday 
informed of the assault 
notified the police. He also issued and 
had posted throughout the city a notice 
offering a reward of $250 for the arrest 
and cenviction of 
the assault. 

The police bad interview

Engine Company. 

“IT cannot state definitely 
this man Reilly shot me or not. 

‘*What bave I done to any of the em- 
ployees of the yard that they should in- 
jure me? 

**1 worked for the Cramp company in 
Philadelphia for 27 years. 

**I came to Quincy at the request of 
the manager. 

‘*I do not wish to make trouble for 
anyone in the works in which I am 
working. Last Tuesday I was work- 
ing in the shop and was about to 
cross the yard onan errand when I felt 
something strike me in the right side 
of the back. 

‘*About 20 minutes after I was taken 
to the hospital. After the house 
surgeon had examined my wound I was 
placed in bed, and later on it was found 
that I had been shot. 

‘*Yes, I brought on seven men from 
Philadelphia to work in the shops, and 
[had their wages increased from $2.50 
to $3 a day.’’

—If a ‘‘ National debt is a national 
blessing,’? the people of the United 
States are far from being as blessed as 
they might be. In spite of large addi- 
tions made to the interest-bearing debt 
for the Spanish war, its total on Dec. 
31, according to the statement of Sec- 
retary Shaw, was only $902,747,220, or 
less than $11 for each inhabitant. 
Compared with $75 a head in Great 
Britain, $90 in Holland and $150 in 
France this is a burden light indeed. 
Or, if we consider the United States 
still a ‘‘new country,’’ we might com- 
pare its debt with Argentina’s $128 or 
Australasia's $263 per individual. The 
reduction of interest cost is even more 
striking. In the early days of bond is- 
sues we talked much of ‘‘70-30's.’? Now 
only a few millions of 5 per cents, are 
left, and these immediately redeemable. 
Nearly two-thirds of all our bonds bear 
interest at 2 per cent. Our total inter- 
est payment is one-fifth what it was at 
the time of the war, while the popula- 
tion has more than doubled, It costs 
each of us 34 cents a year. Moreover, 
in its reserve fund and in available 

cash balance the Treasury holds $37%,- 
374,895 today. A nation with enough 
unpledged cash on hand to pay 42 
per cent. of its entire bonded indebted- 
ness falling duc in a considerable period 
of years may be said to have no debt at 
all, In fact, the burden of the people 
of the United States is not the national 
debt; that takes care of itself; it is the 
lavish expenditure of Congress which 
calls for extortionate tariff taxation 


to meet running expenses.—Boston 
Courier.

| Hospital in more encouraging than of 
of the debt in 1903 and an increase in 
the endowment fund. 

The anunal meeting of the corpora- 
tion was held Monday evening and wa3 
attended by fifty or more. Hon. W. B. 
Rice the president, presided and Warren 
W. Adams the clerk was at his post. 

The clerk read the records of the meet- 
ings during the year, and they were 
approved. 

Nine new members were then elected. 

Dr. John A. Gordon reported for the 
board of Trustees. I]e said that there 
had been 284 patients at the institution 
during the year. All of the 16 cases of 
typhoid fever hai deen successfully 
treated. Of the 25 cases of appendici- 
|tis, 3 had proved fatal. There was 
need of more room for patients and 
nurses. The Hospital was handicapped 
for room. The debt over the instita- 
tion, however, discouraged any en- 
largement. An altempt last year to 
wipe out the debt was unsuccessful. 
There has been, however, a reduction of 
the debt, and an increase of the en- 
dowment fund. 

Heury M. Faxon, the treasurer, made 
a complete report, which is abridged 
below:

A Big Industry. 


The number of granite cutters em- 
ployed during a year indicates in a 
measure the amount of work that is be- 
ing done, From time to time during 
the year 1903 the Patriot noted the con- 
dition of business. As a rule, business 
was good, and from the returns of the 
number of men employed each month of 
the year, furnished the Patriot by the 
secretary of the executive committee of 
the Union it is evident that the volume 
of business must have been considerable 
larger than during the year 1902. 

During the year 1903 the average 
number of cutters and blacksmiths 
employed each month was 825, against 
595 for the year 1902. 

May, June and July were the banner 
months in 1903, the number employed 
those months being 950. August and 
September was next with 900, and 
December the smallest month with 650. 

The largest number employed in any 
one month in 1902 was 670 in June, and 
the smallest number 366 in March. 

The fulluwing tableshows the number 
employed each month during the two 
years: 


In 1903, In 1902. 
January, 750 526 
February, 750 543 
March, 800 366 
April, 850 603 
May. 950 650 
June, 950 670 
July, 950 657 
August, 900 648 
September, 900 658 
October, 800 652

These figures are not correct to a man 
but they are very nearly correct. 

Aside from this, there were between 
300 and 400 men employed as quarry- 
men, and between 200 and 300 employed 
as polishers. Then there were engineers 
apprentices, teamsters, etc., so that in 
the busy months there must have been 
something like 2000 persons employe! 
aside from the manufacturers and office 
force. 

These figures certainly show that the 
granite industry is by no means a back 
number in Quincy, but that the busi- 
ness is increasing. The reason business 
does not appear to be as good as years 
ago, is because in thoss days it was 
confined to a few firms while now there 
are over 100 firms, large and small, 
scattered over a wide territory. 


Awarded to Cramps. 


President Bowles of the Fore River 
Ship and Engine Company represented 
the company in Washington Jan. 15th 
at the opening of the bid for the new 
battleships. The Quincy company, 
which has plenty of work, was much 
too high, and was not successful. 

A special to the Herald says: Contracts 
for construction of the two 13,000-ton 
battleships Idaho and Mississippi, bids 
for which were opened at the navy de- 
partment Jan. 15th were awarded by Sec- 
retary Moody to the William Cramp & 
Sons Ship & Engine Building Company 
of Philadelphia. The bids of the Cramp 
concern for both vessels were the lowest 
submitted. 

The Cramps offered to build one of 
the ships in 39 months for $3,200,000, 
or both of the ships, one in 38 months, 
and the other in 40 montbs, for $2,999, - 
500 each. 

The Maryland Steel Company of Balti- 
more, Md., bid for the construction of 
one of the ships, which it offered to 
build in 42 months for $3,472,000. 

The other bids were as follows: New- 
port News Ship Building & Dry Dock 
Company, ove ship io 37 months for 
$3, 147, 000. 

Fore River Ship & Engine Company 
of Quincy, Mass., one sbip in 42 
months for $3,468,000. 

The New York Ship Building Com- 
pany, one ship in 42 months for $3,500, - 
000. 

Because the Newport News company 
and the New York company already 
have contracts for one of the two 16,000- 
ton battleships authorized at the same 
time as the Idaho and Mississippi, they 
could under the law, bid for but one 
ship. 

There was much interest in the bid 
of the Fore River Ship and Engine Com- 
pany of Quincy, Mass. Francis T. Bow- 
les who recently resigned his position 
as rear admiral and chief naval con- 
structor to become president of this 
concern, represented his company at the 
bidding. The Idaho and Mississippi 
are to be built according to the design 
made by Mr. Bowles when a member of 
the board on construction. 


Salary of Judge of Probate. 


Another injusticeto a Norfolk Coun- 
ty official is pointed out in the salary 
proposed for the judge of probate. The 
Globe says: One of the criticisms level- 
ed at the report of the committee is 
aimed at the plan of compensation for 
salaries of judges of probate. The com- 
pensation for judges of probate is based 
on population, The Criticism made is 
that this is wrongand that the compen- 
sation should be based on the property 
valuation which goes through the court. 

A prominent house lawyer, who does 
not come from Norfolk county, by the 
way, in conversation with a represeota- 
tive of the Globe, pointed to the fact 
that if the committee’s recommenda- 
tions were adopted the salary of the pro- 
bate court judge of Norfolk county would 
remain asat present, $2800,as would also 
Worcester and Essex at $4500, while the 
salary of the probate judge of Bristol 
county would be increased from $3000 
to $4000. 

His point was that a much larger 
property valuation went throngh the 
probate court of Norfolk county than 
through either of the others, but with 
the population as the basis for fixing 
the salary the Norfolk judge of probate 
gets paid-much less in proportion for 
the work he does than the judges of 
probate in the other counties.

This sauce | 
goes particularly well with a beefsteak | 
pie, broiled slices of codfish and various | 
plain meat dishes.

Letter from the State House. 
| 


Boston, Jan. 27, 1904. 
‘* Only waiting,’’ to borrow the words 
of an old song, seems to be the attitude 
of the legislatare in the face of the great 
problems of progress which confront it, 
and confront all the people of Massa- 


chusetts. The fierce and furious temper 
of last session, hot because of 
the cold of the coal famine, bas 
passed away. The eluquent voice of 
Frederic O. MacCartney is still forever. 
The speech of James F. Carey has been 
choked off by defeat. Wallace Ransden 
is not an orator and that disposes of 
the remnants in the legislature of the 
Socialist party. But neither Democrats 
nor Republicans are as excited as they 
were. The operation of the coal license 
law is not a living issue as long as 
people can get plenty of coal for our 
unusually cold winter and thus far the 
session has not seen any ef the asperi- 
ties which were so prominent last year 
by this time in the session. 

Yet the eternal problems of progress 
conf'ont this legislature just as per- 
sistently as they ever did any preceding 
one, and there is business already before 
the solons sufficient to more than equal 
the ability of the smartest and most 
public spirited of them. The report of 
the committee on the relation of em- 
ployers and employes is before the 
branches and must befaced. Mr, Garst 
of Worcester has three different propo- 
sitions pending which are enough, if 
fully discussed, to exhaust the intel- 
lectual resources of the senate and house. 


His bills relate to street railway 
companies, gas and electric light 
companies and telephone companies, 


He proposes to apply the same general 
principles to all these kinds of public 
service corporation. Their franchises 
shall not bave a life of more than 20 
years. Such as now exist must termi- 
nate by July 1, 1924, and no new ones 
shall be granted for more than 20 years, 
though they may be renewed for 20-year 
terms. He proposes to retain in the 
public the right to take the property of 
these corporations at any time. 

In thecase of public lighting works he 
proposes that the public shall have the 
right to take the property for the cost 
of duplicating the plant. This is the 
poiot which has been fought over in 
the House repeatedly and the capitalists 
bave always won against those who,— 
not to use the word in its political 
seuse,—represent the populist sids of 
the argument. Mr. Garst was new in 
the House last year and he has not yet 
made his way to the front rank of de- 
baters. He stands well, but Lis support 
of a measure does not count for as 
much as that of Taft of bis own city, 
or Newton of Everett. Thus far there 
are no signs of victory for the popular 
side of the controversy. The step he 
proposes is too long for a legislature of 
the conservative spirit of Massachusetts, 
but the persistence of the movement 
shows how vigilant the conservative 
side is compelled to be to hold its own. 

Indications are that the State Board 
of Agriculture may be a storm center 
before the end of the session. Gov. 
Bates message recommending a reorgau- 
ization of the board is before the com- 
mittees on agriculture and public service 
sitting jointly. The former is supposed 
to represent the conservative side of 
the farmers of the state, who do not 
want the board reorganized. ‘The pub- 
lic service committee is supposed to 
stand for the governor. This week the 
report, disquieting for the farmers, has 
spread through the State House that 
the farming interests are not solidly 
with the board, but that the leading 
members of the grange,—though not 
the grange officially— are taking sides 
with Gov. Bates. It is certain that the 
governor's side will have carefully pre- 
pared support at the hearing by the 
farming side. With the farmers split 
and the administration solid, the out- 
look would seem to be brighter for the 
administration. 

The rural interests are waking up to 
the need of further protection against 
trespassers frum the cities. Today 
several bills have been presented look- 
ing to that ead. Out in Berkshire the 
people in Stockbridge and Lee, es- 
pecially, are seriously troubled by peo- 
ple from NewYork, who come into their 
woodlands and pull up ferns, flowers, 
shrubs and plants of various sorts, ship 
them to the city and sell them. These 
trespassers never ask the consent of the 
owners, and the latter begin to thiok 
that it is time for them to learn what 
rights they have in their own property. 
From Worcester county there comes an 
elaborate bill against breaking or 
throwing down fences and walls and 
leaving open gates and bars, and with, 
also, just such a provision as is pro- 
posed in the case of the Berkshire 
people. Then the sportsmee in Worces- 
ter propose better protection against 
trapping and snaring animals. All to- 
gether, the city trespassers will have to 
look out for themselves, if these propo- 
sitions get upon the statute books. 

A big fight seems to be brewing over 
the historic town of Plymouth, and of 
course every town in the state is inter- 
ested in the affair. As long as people 
come from all over the United States to 
visit this town, and it is a standard at- 
traction, one of the regular attractions 
of the state, bringing large annual re- 
turns to the railroads and hotel people, 
whatever concerns it, is of general 
interest all over the state. The city of 
Brockton, baving need of a registry of 
deeds, proposes to have a new one built 
in that city. Plymoutb, being the only 
place in the county which bas a 
registry, will have to suffer this lose of 
its regalar business if the Brockton 
scheme goes through, It is understood 
that Plymouth will make a strenuous 
resistance to Brockton. 

At the close of the session this after- 
noon the outcome of the contest over 
the joint caucus law and its application 


to towns was not ended, but there is 
no doubt, from the vote in the house on 
an amendment of Mr. Moseley of West- 
field, removing all application of the 
law to towns, that the towns are 
thoroughly sick of the law and will 
throw it off as soon as they can. Mr. 
Moseley evidently has felt the pulse of 
the house and knows that be has 
a strong majority with him. Mr. Luce 
| made a losing fight for his bill, but he 
could not stem the current, even though 
he was supported by Mr. Walker of 
Brookline, Mr. Turner of Kast Bridge- 
water and Mr. Salter of Lynn. The 
last two are members of his committee 
on election laws. The other says tbat 
Brookline wants the joint caucus act. 
But most of the Representatives of the 
| towns seem to be decidedly impatient 
with the law. They either have not 
tried it and fear that they may have to, 
or they have tried it and are sick of it. 
Some of the representatives of the 
cities look on with approval, though 
the law is forced on them beyond their 
ability to resist. They like, however, 
to see the towns kick, for they would 
like an opportnoity to do so themselves. 
It looks as if the law would be lucky if 
it remained in force for the cities 
more than a year or two longer. 
Political gossip at the state house is 
brisker than it has been since the last 
presidential campaign. Just now the 
question is who will be delegates to 
the national conventions of the two 
great parties. The discussion of the 


candidacy of Jobn D. Long is brisk to- 
day, thougb it does not appear that he 
wishes to go, or that the managers 
wish to have him go. But the fitness 
of bis being honored is impressing some 
ef the public men and so thereis a 
question whether he will not be de- 
tmanded bythe convention. It is under- 
stood that Senator Lodge will be one of 
the delegates and that Senatur Hoar 
will not, though no one volunteers a 
reason why the janiur senator should 
go and not the senior. Ex-Gov. Crane 
is also confidently put into the list. 
Everett C. Benton has thought that 
his election was sure, but the mention 
of Long disturbs him. Plenty of men 
are cropping up in the districts for 
local honors, and the canvass promises 
to become lively before April, when 
the convention is expected to be held. 
The demorcats bave their troubles, 
also. ‘The attitude of Bryanin favor of 
free silver, whether ur no, seems to be 
their latest distress. They all seem to 
have settled down upon the wisdom of 
their supporting Richard Olney as the 
New England candidate. Whatever the 
concealed dissent, they are not openly 
objecting. Itis not koowo yet what 
George Fred Williams may do, and the 
managers do not care as much about it 
as they did eight years ago, when he 
was the chief figore in the party. It is 
said that there are some Roosevelt demo- 
crats, and it looks quite possible that 
some of the party will support him, if 
Wall strect continues to antagonize 
him. The democrats have no particular 
policy in the legislature. Neither have 
the republicans. Most of the business 
which comes along is acted upon re- 
gardless of politics. The unseating of 
Mr. Aldrich of Woburn, though he was 
a democrat, was not due at all to 
politics, but solely to the fact that he 
did not have votes enough. A little 
later we shall be in the midst of the 
delegate campaign in earnest and 
personal cmbitions will cut a large 
figure. Rule.

The Unity Club. - 


The audience present at the Unity 
Club last week Friday evening seemed to 
appreciate the excellent program. Al- 
though there was an absence of gas 
light as has been the case for the past 
three meetings of the clab, yet it 
wasn’t long before lamps were pro- 
cured and the meeting called to order 
by President Curtis. The Secretary’s 
report was read and accepted. 

Miss Elizabeth Thayer, who had the 
program in charge, introduced as the 
first essayist, Mrs. George G. Saville 
of Quincy, who gare an interesting 
paper on *‘Hokusai’? She began with 
the history of Japanese Art up to the 
modern school. 

She then followed with the life and 
career of Hokusai, the most famous of 
Japanese painters (from the American 
standpoint.) Professor Morse accords 
him the highest rank, His career was 
aremarkable one, for he lived to be 
ninety years and he worked from six to 
eighty-six years. 

Mr, Funihashi was next introduced, 
who kept his listeners interested in his 
descriptions of ‘‘Art’? and ‘'Pottery’’ 
in Japan. He spoke of the highest art 
in Japan according to their ideals, and 
had on exhibition a chart and samples 
of the different schools of art, begining 
with the religious period at Kioto, 
which was then the centre of art; theo 
to the feudal period and so on up to 
the modern period. 

He said the chief characteristic of 
Japanese Artis not to be faithful to de- 
tailsand the only criticism made against 
Rosetti was tbat he resembled the Jap- 
anese in lack of detail. The Japanese 
feel that there must be personality as 
well as use in all art and that one 
must be subservient to the other in order 
to achieve great success. 

Mr. Funikashi’s descriptions of the 
potteries was interesting. He men- 
tioned Tokio as the centre of decora- 
tions aud designs, and told the differ- 
ence between the real and imitations in 
pottery. He appeared to be thoroughly 
familiar with his subject, and spoke 
easily, giving his hearers a compre- 
hensive idea of the art of Japan.

The Rev. Silas B. Duffield, formerly 
a resident of Quincy Neck, is achieving 
success as rector of St. Thomas church 
at Somerville.

= The famous Dorothy Q house so 
closely identified with the early history 
of our country, may soon be torn down. 
This house, a portion of it being built 
in 1636, bas for more than two centuries 
seen within its walls some of the most 
famous men and women of Massachu- 
setts. 

Here was born ‘‘ Dorothy Q 
Holmes’ poem. 

Here John Hancock came courting 
beautifal Dorothy Quincy, and on the 
walls of the north parlor still remains 
the quaint wall paper, imported from 
Paris in anticipation of their wedding. 

Here came John Adams and later 
Jobn Quincy Adams, Benjamin Franklin 
and many of the Revolutionary patriots 
to partake of its hospitality. 

The house most picturesguely 
situated, standing upon the high road 
to Quincy and to 
visitors. Singularly enough it happens 
that three successive owners of the 
mansion have beld it altera- 
tion, and it remains today exactly as it 
was in pre-revolutionary days. By the 
north side of the house runs the brook, 
alluded to by Judge Sewall in his diary 
March 1711. 

When after a journey 
he turned in ‘‘to Cousin Quincy's and 
lodged in the Chamber next the 
Brooke.’*’ Later another chamber still 
nearer the brook, was provided for the 
celebrated Tutor Flynt, intke ell which 
Colone!?

Cities are not affected by 
it, but it wipes out the past completely 
as far as towns are concerued. It gives 
them a clean siate, no matter what their 
understanding of the law when some of 
them voted for it, and if they want it 
enforced they must vote for it once 
more. From the action of the house 
and senate it looks as if every town, 
with the possible exception of Brook- 
line, which adopted the law regretted 
its course and was anxious for the 
repeal. As Mr. Luce did not recom- 
mend towns to try it, he can say that 
he has suffered no defeat. But there 
are signs that the cities dislike it. The 
whole matter is yet in an unproved 
stage and not much can be argued for 
the law from the experience in Massa- 
chusetts thus far. 

Representative Giddings of Great 
Barrington, for ex-Representative 
William Turtle of Pittsfield, has pre- 
sented a petition for a change in tke 
law for penalty of murder in the sec- 
ond degree. As the law stands the 
court has no option, but must sentence 
the person to prison for life. Now, it 
is argued by the friends of the proposi- 
tion, cases of murder in the second de- 
gree and of manslaughter shade into 
each other so that real guilt is difficult 
to determine. Therefore it will be 
better to allow some discretion to the 
court, and that is the purpose of the 
petition. The Anti-Death Penalty 
League is the new name under which 
the familiar opponents of the death 
penalty appear this year. They have 
presented their usual petition. Two 
years ago, when Willard Howland was 
in the legislature, with the prestige of 
his position at the head of the judiciary 
committee, the bill came near passing. 
But last year it had almost no support 
and there has been no development yet 
this year to show that it will stand any 
better show this year than last.

First—Vay cash for everthing, or

Thirdly—Be as careful in the use of 
groceries which have been buught in 
large quantitiesas though they had been 
bought in small parcels. 

Fourthly—Ruy fruit, vegetables, 
game, poultry, meat, and fish when 
they are in season, instead of paying 
high prices for unseasonable delicacies 
which are not at their best. 

Fifthly—Use all ‘‘left-overs.’’ Tiny 
scraps of meat and vegetables, and even 
a spoonful of gravy, will all contribute 
to material for croquettes and soups; 
and a teaspoon of jam or jelly will 
serve to flavor a pudding or sauce.—

The proposition for the city to pur- 
chase a new High school lot in South 
Quincy is certainly a new phase of the 
High schvol enlargement problem. 
Much may be said on the question pro 
orcon. If it means that a High school 
building on the new site shall replace 
the present High school buildiog, that 
is one thing. If it means that the city 
of Quiocy shall support two High 
schools, that is another proposition. 

It would seem that the initiative for 
a second High school should come from 
the School Committee, but we do not 
understand that the school board has 
made any such recommendation, or 
even hinted that it might soon be de- 
sirable. 

Only a few cities and towns in the 
State have two high schools, as will be 
seen by the list below, which numbers 
only fifteen. Eight of these places are 
small towns, which probably give high 
school instruction in grammar school 
buildings.

R. D. Chase, the treasurer of the 
Quincy Cooperative bank, then gave an 
interesting talk on ‘‘Cooperative 
Bavks.’’ The desire fur the accumu- 
lation of personal property, he said, 
dated back almost to the beginning of 
the world. He briefly reviewed some 
of the earlier plans, In 1779 an English 
clergyman proposed that if his people 
would bring to him at least two pence 
per week uatil Christmas he would add 
to the savings one-third. This was 
perhaps the beginning of the Coopera- 
tive bank idea, which was similar to 
building and loan associations in other 
states. 

From 1810 to 1850 these associations 
had a remarkable growth, especially in 
Pennsylvania. In Cooperative 
banks were established in Massachu- 
setts, and two years later in Quincy. 
The first meeting was held in Hancock 
hall. During the period of the Iron 
Hall and kindred endowment orders, 
and again daring the granite strikes 
the progress had been slow, but there 
had been a constant and 
growth all the time. 

The principal was the payment of $1 
per share per month until maturing of 
shares, which was in about twelve 
years, when they were worth $200 each. 
The monthly payment was the distin- 
guishing feature from savings banks, 
aud inculcated a systematic and busi- 
ness way of saving. 

The Cooperative banks loan the money 
received on mortgages and on share 
loans. The State today has 132 such 
banks with a capital of $30,000,000. 
There were 5000 in the United States 
with 1,500,000 shareholders. 

In fifteen years the Quincy bank had 
grown to 600 members with assets of 
$250,000 or more. All classes of people 
are shareholders. Those who borrow 
are people who are building for them- 
selves homes. 

At the close several questions were 
asked and answered, and W. G. Shaw 
told of results from savings in Cooper- 
ative banks. 

A rising vote of thanks was given to 
Mr. Chase and Mr. Wigmore for their 
entertainment, and then an adjourn- 
ment was made to the dinning room.

Upon returning to Boston he worked 
for the Spencer Rifle Company, but 
later went to work at the Second 
avenue armory in New York city, being 
there during the draft riots, when the 
armory was twice attacked by a mob. 

He was called back to Boston by the 
death of his father, and was then em- 
ployed as a car builder by the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company. Later on 
he was given charge of the Norfolk 
House line of that service. 

He had a natural leaning toward the 
fire service, and in 1863 he joined 


hand engine company Tremont 7 of 
Roxbury. In 1864 this was merged in 
Dearbérn Company No. 1, which had 


the first steamer introduced in that in- 
dependent city, and through a term of 
years rose steadily from the ranks. 

In September, 1884, he was appointed 
chief of District 8. About a month 
later while returning from a fire in 
Roxbury, 
the commissioners. There he was told 
that he had been unanimously chosen 
chief of the department by the board, 
to succeed the late Chief Green. Hv 
was especially successful io the first 
great fires he had to handle and received 
the econiums of his superiors for tke 
manner in which he fought the two 
Thanksgiving fires of 1886 and 1889. 

The funeral was held Tuesday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock from his late residence, 
Independence avenue in this city, and 
was followed by a service at St. John’s 
church at 10.15. 

It was one of the most notable 
funerals ever held in Quincy. It wa 
attended by a number of Boston city 
Oflicials, as well as a large delegation 
from the fire chiefs of Boston and 
other Massachuset's cities and towns, 
the Grand Army and members of the 
Boston Fire Department and Barvi- 
coat Fire Association. 

There never has been a larger num- 
ber of floral tributes at a Quincy 
funeral. There’were set pieces without 
number, bouquets, wreaths, etc., com- 
pletely filling two rooms. 

The remains were encased in a black 
broadcloth covered casket, the sides 
and top of which opened, showing the 
body of the dead chief at full length. 
Mr. Webber was dressed in a uniform 
of achief of the Boston fire depart- 
ment, and looked almost as though he 
would speak, 

The remains were escorted to the 
church by the Fire Chief club in full 
uniform, and 60 blows were struck on 
the fire alarm circuits as the cortege 
moved. 

Solemn high mass of requiem was 
celebrated by Rey. John J. Coan as 
celebrant, Rey. Julian E. Johnstone as 
deacon, Rev. John J. Casey as sub- 
deacon, and Rev. Maurice Lynch as 
master of ceremouies. 

The ushers at the church were 
Thomas J. Dunphy, George B. Gavin, 
D. J. Sullivan and Charles McGillvary. 

Durirg the services the Gregorian 
requiem mass was sung by the church 
choir with Miss Julia Restelli, Mr. 
William Biganess, Mr. James Lee and 
Mr. Henry Berrell as soloists. After 
the offertory Mr. Berrell sang ‘* Pie 
Jesu; and after the mass, ‘“‘ De 
Profundus.”” 

After the services at the church the 
remains were taken to Mt. Calvary for 
interment.

Quincy Granite Quarries Co. 


Affairs in the Quincy granite trust 
are fast coming to a head like many of 
the other trusts of the country which 
are excessively overcapitalized. The 
trust controls some of the quarries, and 
also the O. T. Rogers Granite Com- 
pany, the Blue Hill Granite Company, 
and the Lyons Granite Company.

Value of a Newspaper. 


How few people there are who really 
value a newspaper! It is just 
everything else in this world—what 
we've got we don’t appreciate. It 
what we have not got that we appreci- 
ate, and when we get it, it, too, be- 
comes unappreciated. Away back in 
some section of the couutry, not as yet 
accessible by rail, the coming of the 
newspaper is appreciated and it is no 
uncommon thing to see men and women 
and even children, ride for miles in bad 
weather, over worse roads, to the dis- 
trict postoffice for the paper, and when 
it reaches its destination how eagerly 
it is read by some one of the veighbors, 
better versed than the others, while all 
gather around to bear the latest doings 
in a world from which they are shut 
out. Itis passed from band to hand 
and every line read, even to the adver- 
tisements, until it becomes too faded 
and worn to decipher or a new one takes 
its place, 

In towns and cities intelligent busi- 
ness men could get along better with- 


is 


out their meals than without their 
newspaper, but the majrrity of 
people, after all, do not appreciate 


it or value it as they would if it were 
difficult to obtain. Many glance at it 
and throw it down, and can no more 
tell you what it contains than the man 
in the moon. If they put an advertise- 
ment in they consider they have done 
the publisher or proprietor a favor. 
They never stop to think of the amount 
of labor required to get out a paper, 
they reckon not of the expense entailed, 
they know nothing of the daily and 
nightly strain on the mental powers of 
those who get it out, but if they don’t 
receive their copy on time they kick 
like steers. 

And yet of all the educational agencies 
in the world, the newspiper is the 
greatest. The twentieth century news- 
paper is the result of many, many 
weary years of labor and thought, the 
best minds of the best men have been 
worn out in the effort to bring it to its 
present state of perfection, and as it 
stands today it isan epitome of the 
doings and happenings of the universe. 
Science, religion, philosophy, every- 
thing that conserves the happenings 
and welfare of humanity are taught in 
its columns, and if a good paper is 
subscribed for and carefully read it 
will prove a liberal education for the 
reader, 

These reflections have been suggested 
by a remark made recently by Congress- 
man Littlefield of Maine, He said: ‘‘If 
it were not for the newspapers the jobs 
which would go through congress are 
terrible to contemplate. If there were 
no newspapers at all I don’t believe I 
would be willing to trust myself alove 
in the beuse of representatives 
fifteen minutes.’’ Mr. Littlefield is 
right; the newspapers act asa check 
and restraining influence on men who 
might go wrong did they not koow 
that they were being watched, and that 
their wrong doing would be announced 
to the entire civiliz-d world in twenty- 
four hours after.

There should be an arrangement in 
every house which could circulate the 
air so that the overheated top layer 
could be carried t» the iloor and the 
temperature equalized. In this way, 
much better results could be obtained 
with less heat, less expense and less 
work. Many of our houses are kept at 
a temperature (it winduws where the 
thermometer is placed) of 75 or 80 de- 
grees. This is usually too high for any 
part of the house. It isa question if 
any more than one small room of any 
house should be kept much, if any, 
above 60 degrees, and this should be for 
the invalid, or the persoo who is to sit 
quietly for hours at atime. It is better 
usually, to apply some heat where it is 
wanted, rather than to heat a whole 
buildiog to too great a degree. What 
is actually desirable, and what we wish 
to accomplish, if possible, is to make 
the average daily temperature the same 
throughout the year, and this really 
ought to be easily accomplished unless 
it be for very short periods of excessive

Mr. Thayer 
Says that he has not seen menhaden in 
Quincy Bay since 1895 until this year.’’

China of Presidents. 


In connection with the exhibition 
consisting of china used by the various 
présidents of the United States which 
Mrs. Roosevelt proposed to give at the 
White House, and on the work of col- 
lecting which she is about to start, it 
may be remarked that Boston has 
probably the most valuable of any of 
the sets of rare old china banded down 
by past presideots, says the Record. 

This isthe Adams china, some handed 
down by Jolin Adams, whose presi- 
dential term began in 1797, and some 
by John Quinsy Adams 1824. 

Some of that of the former is almost 
priceless. It consists of old china col- 
lected by John Adams, while in Europe, 
and was once used in the palaces of the 


French kings. 

Not the days of the empire do these 
rare pieces mark, but the old royal days 
when the kings ruled by divine right, 
the grandeur and splendor of the French 
court was at its height, and the com- 
mon people at grass and had not yet 
felt its oats. 

They were used by the Louises, and 
each piece bears the royal stamp. After 
the revolution, when royalty was set 
back, some of the royal china shared 
the fate of the kings, and some was 
saved and fell into other hands. 

Jobn Adams collected a full set of 
but it has siuce been divided

Quincy Day Nursery. “Lest We Forget.” 

The following is the Constitution and 
Bylaws of the Quincy Day Nursery 
Association. 

Art. 1,—This association shall be 
called the Quincy Day Nursery associa- 
tion. 

Art. 2,—The object of this associa- 
tion shall be the daily care of children 
under six years of age, whose parents 
are working people, and who would be 
benefited, in the judgment of the direc- 
tors, by such assistance.

There is a growing demand for trained 
specialtists in pbilanthropic work to 
fill positions in the many institutions 
and organizations of public and private 
charity, and there is a lack of adequate 
opportunities for acquiring the prelim- 
inary training needed for such service 
says the Transcript in commenting on 
the new school to be opened in Boston. 
Six years ago the New York Charity 
Organization Society opened a summer 
school of philanthropic work, aud this 
year the same society has begun a 
winter school with a longer term. The 
St. Louis Conference of Charity Work- 
ers has also conducted a five weeks’ 
winter course in practical philanthropy 
for several years past. And now the 


University of Chicago announces a sim- | 


ilar course. But these courses repre- 
sent only a modest beginning in what is 
destined to become a most important 
branch of educational work. 

‘What is needed,’? says Mr. Jeffrey 
R. Brackett, the director of the Boston 
school, ‘‘and what will undoubtedly 
exist before long in several centres of 
population and intelligence in our land, 
is a school which shall correspond, 
though in a modest way, to medical, 
law, divinity, dental, agricultural and 
other schools for specialized instruction 
and real training of reasonably mature 
persons by persons of experience, who 


are seeking principles from thoughtful | 


practice.’’ This need the new school 
is designed to meet. 

The objects of the school and the plan 
of instruction are fully explained in the 
current number of Charities. Some 
further details are furnished by Mr. 
Brackett in a communication to the 
Settler. The following extracts will 
serve to set furth tho aim and scope of 
the school. 

**It is to be a school with specialized 
instruction and direction of work in 
problems of charity, correction, neigh- 
borhood uplift aud kindred forms of 
social service, whether under private 
manigement or public ad ninistration. 
Its purpose is to give opportunities tol 
young men and women who desire to 
study those practical 
methods, particularly to those who 
would become officials of institutions 
or agencies in this field of work, or 
would prepare themselves for service as 
volunteers. It will bring together stu- 
dents and workers who are consider- 
ing, from various poiuts of view, the 
many problems which are of concern to 
all. The aim will be to give to each 
student a knowledge of the whole field 
of such effurt, whether at home or

abroad, and to make available the latest | 


and bast results of enlightened practice. 

‘*The course will cover one academic 
year, from the first week in October to 
the first week in June. A certificate of 
attendance will be given at the close of 
the course, if earned. Admission will 
be limited to those who are approved 
by the director of the school as able to 
use its opportuvities, on consideration 
of evidences giveu in college courses 
which are preparatoty for the school, 
or in some form of social work, or from 
other indications of fitness. If women, 
they will register in Simmons College, 
paying a fee of one hundred dollars; if 


men, they will register in a department 
of Harvard University, paying a fee of 
But for

one hundred and fifty dollars. 
persons employed in some 
fulfilling the practical requirements of 
the course, the registration fee will be 
ten dollars, payable by women to Sim- 
mons College, by men to Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

“OF regular students ha 
required(1) attendance on lectures and 
conferences three times a week, in ses- 
sions of two hours each, in the early 
field of 
philanthropic or social service, under 
direction; (3) the preparation of a 
paper based on careful study during the 
year of some particular problem, For 
persons already at work, these studies 
van probably be made in connection 
with their particular interests.

The value of the per- 
sonal intluence of such leaders, some of 
whom at least the students can come to 
know, is very great. 

‘*For the establishment of such a 
school, Boston is well situated, by 
the number of institutions of

learning in and near it which attract 
students, the number of institutions 
and agencies, State, city and town, 


which are accessible, and particularly 
the number of persons interested in 
enlightened work of charity, correction, 
social uplift and education, whose in- 
terest and cooperation may be secured. 

‘*The course will include considera- 
tion of the following subjects. They 
will be illustrated by studies of the 
work done by leading institutions and 
agencies in Boston and vicinity. 

‘*For example, state or municipal 
action forimproved conditions of living, 
etc., will be illustrated by public baths, 
seaside reservations like Revere beach, 
gymnasia, playgrounds, public schools 
as veighborhood centres, lecture courses, 
etc. ; the treatment of offenders will be 
illustrated by the State prison, the re- 
formatory at Concord, the women’s re- 
formatory prison at Sherburn, the State 
farm at Lridgewater, the city work- 
house, typical county jails, the Joha 
Howard Industrial Home, the work of 
probation officers, etc.; the treatment 
of families in which there is sickness, 
and sanitary and preventive measures 
will be illustrated by the work of dis- 
pensaries and hospitals, of the State and 
local boards of health, the Instructive 
District Nursing Association, the Asso- 
ciation for the Relief and Control of 
Tuberculosis, the Massachusetts Hus- 
pital for Consumptives aud Tubercular 
Patients at Rutland,’’ etc.

Billee Do you suppose you 
inherited it from your great-great- 
grandmother Eve?—Annie Hamilton 
Donnell in the Household. 


Few retail merchants realize the con- 
stantly increasing cost of portions of 
their stock, which is daily, monthly 
and yearly growiog in amount, because 
original figures are adbered to for sell- 
ing prices, regardless of the fact that 
certain articles, by lack of popularity 
or because they have already had their 
day, are worth less than their first cost. 
The tenacity with which some mer- 
chants hang on to old goods year after 
year, inventorying them at the original 
cost, instead of present market value, 
is certainly worthy of a better cause. 

An article costing originally 10 dol- 
lars, taking the value of money at 
ordinary interest rates, would stand at 
the end of the second year at about 11 
dollars, at the end of the fifth year 13 
dollars, and so on, each succeeding year 
piling up the cost, in that the money 
represented bas not been earning an in- 
terest or a protit elsewhere, and there- 
fore it would be charged to the goods. 

Meanwhile the goods are diminish- 
ing in value, compared with the origi- 
nal figures, in a more rapid ratio than 
their cost is piling up. 

If the merchant had sacriticed the 
article the first year for eight dollars, 
the loss on the transaction at the end 
of five years, using the same interest 
calculation as before, would amount to 
only two dollars and 75 cents; but the 
eight dollars, turned over and over 
again, at the usual percentage of protit, 
would have earned much more thao 
this. By comparison, the oft-quoted 
saying, ‘*We got our money back, any- 
way,’’ uttered by these who hold an 
article for several years and then sell it 
at its original cost, becomes extremely 
ridiculous. 

Carrying a stock of deal or unsalable 
goods locks up so much capital in trade 
that the merchant often finds himself 
unable to take advantage of the usual 
cash discounts, 


His Collection of Coffee Pots. 


How fortunate it is that one remem- 
bers the laughs of one’s past life better 
than its tears! That morning visit to 
the Pietermaritzburg market stands out 
distinctly in my memory chiefly on ac- 
count of anabsurd incidentI witnessed. 
I bad been much interested and amused 
looking round, not only at the strange 
and characteristic crowd but at my 
many acquaintances marketing for them- 
selves. I had listened to the shouts of 
the various auctioneers who were selling 
all manner of heterogenous wares, when 
I noticed some stalwart Katlirs bearing 
ou their heads large open baskets filled 
entirely with coffee pots of every kind. 
Roughly speaking there must have been 
something like a hundred coffee pots in 
those baskets. They were just leaving 
an improvised auction stand, and follow- 
ing them closely, with an air of proud 
possession on his genial countenance, 
was a specially-beloved friend of my 
own, who, I may mention was the spe- 
cially-beloved friend of all who knew 
bim. 


This means that goods 
otherwise costing him ten dollars, less 
Seven per cent. for quick money, or 
nine dollars and thirty cents net, will 
stand him ten dollars net. His reputa- 
tiou of being a close cash buyer is thus 
lost, and the consequence of con- 
siderable amount of dead stock on the 
shelves is that the merchant is obliged 
to pay long prices for all of his goods. 
Merchants who get into this position 
are no longer songht after by whole- 
salers, when there are special bargains 
to be offered, for at such times only 


‘*Are all of those coffee pots yours ?’’ 
I inquired. 

*“*Yes indeed; I have just bought 
them,’’ he answered. You must know 
I am a collector of coffee pots, and have 
a great many already; but how lucky I 
have been to pick up some one else’s 
collection as well and so cheap, tvo!’’ 

The Katlirs were grinning, and there 
seenied a general air ofamusement about 
which I could not at all uderstand 
until it was explained to me, later, that 
my friend had just bought his own col- 
lection of coffee pots. His wife thought 
that the space they occupied in her 
storeroom could be better empluyed, 
and believing their owner would not 
attend the market that day, had sent 
the whole lot down to be sold. She 
told me afterwards that her dismay was 
indeed great when her Kaffirs brought 
them back in triumph, announcing that 
the Inkose (chieftian) had just bought 
them, so the poor lady had to pay the 
auctioneer’s fees, and replace the coffee 
pots on their shelves with what resig- 
nation she could command.—Cornbill 
Magazine.

Women in Educational Affairs. 


Mrs. Helen Loring, Grenfell, who is 
now serving her third term as Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction in Colorado 
has recently been in Washington attend- 
ing the National Woman Suffrage con- 
vention. She claims that woman suf- 
frage has resulicd in greatly benefiting 
the educational system in Colorado. 
More money is spent per capita upon 
the education of the children in Colorado 
than in any other state. The schools 
are entirely out of politics, no school 
director is ever elected or teacher hired 
on account of his or her pol'tical affi i- 
ations. 

Iv 33 counties of Colorado women are 
county superintendents and most of 
them in counties with the largest pop- 
ulation. The men and women teachers 
receive equal pay for the same grade 
work and women are eligible to any 
and all position. All their State insti- 
tutions including their State University 
have women on the faculty. 

If there was nothing more tu be 
gained than the rectiving of equal pay 
for equal work, it would be sufficient 
reason four every woman demanding the 
ballot. 

In Wyoming almost the first law that 
was passed after women were enfran- 
chised was one giving all women in 
government employ equal pay with men 
for the same work, including public 
school teachers. 


Weeping and Giggling. 


Men have laughed and women have 
wept for ages. Women’s tears have 
been featured far more than they de- 
serve, and the heroines of the old-fash- 
ioned novels must have been a damp, 
red-eyed lot of girls even in their most 
joyous moments. The fact is that 
women have overcome their crying, and 
have allowed any amount of health, 
courage and force to ooze from their 
tear-glands, the Woman’s Home Com- 
panion tells us. Weeping in the old 
days was really as fashionable as faint- 
ing, and the poems of Moore and Byron 
dwell ecstaticully upon the tears of the 
various Julias and Marys of their songs, 
so crying spells must have had their 
charm in those days, as well as ringlets 
and wasp waists. 

But the woman of the future will 
laugh, and will be all the better for it. 
Girls have never been allowed to culti- 
vate a humorous sense as they grew up 
until within quite recent years, when in- 
telligence is gaining such victories in 
the nursery. Boisterous conduct or 
loud laughter has always been reproved 
in little girls, while in a boy such ex- 
uberance is regarded as natural and 
healthy sex attribute, This is one of the 
reasons that the humorous sense, which 
in children is usually evidenced in the 
love of frolic, is killed in the feminine 
nature. To laugh is rade. That con- 
stitutes the law for the woman child io 
whose brain cells mischievous fun is be- 
ginning to bubble. The result of all this 
is that few women know how to laugh, 
and it develops intu the giggle of the 
girl. Then the giggle is criticised, and 
many women continue, in their efforts 
to be polite, to gurgle and gasp into 
their handkerchiefs, until the end of 
the chapter.—Healthy Home. 


Training the Young Idea. 


Children are more often spoiled 
during the first month of their lives 
than at any other time. It is then that 
the seed is sown that will influence 
their entire lives. If the nurse feels 
inclined to take a little exercise she is 
very apt to take the wee bundle of 
humanity in her arms and give it its 
first lesson in being troublesome. At 
the end of a week the baby will cry for 
a continuance of the pastime, and here 
is where the trouble begins. At the 
end of a month night walking has been 
firmly established, and the wearied 
mother wonders why her child is so 
troublesome. 

Neither allow a child to be carried or 
nursed more than is absolutely necessary 
for attention to its needs. The less a 
child is handled during the first three 
months of its life the better it will be 
for the child. 

The mother will now take a hand in 
the spoiling of the little one by giving 
it food whenever it cries, no matter 
what the cause may be. Most frequently 
an over-abandance of food is the very 
cause of its discomfort, but at the first 
cry the mother flies to add to its 
troubles, and an attack of indigestion 
follows. There isa greater wrong in 
this than even the over-feeding of the 
child, for this is the first lesson given 
in self-indulgence, and the motber, 
anxious though she may be for the wel- 
fare of her precious child, is responsi- 
ble. Let the child be regularly fed, 
and should he cry, try to find some 
other cause for his unbappiness. 

Habits of neatness should also be in- 
culcated at a very early age, as well as 
habits of regularity. See that bis bath 
is given at the same time each day, and 
that his morning nap follows with regu- 
larity. Be sure that the room where the 
child is put to sleep has been fresbly 
aired. Plenty of light, warm covers 
are necessary for him, and for this pur- 
pose there is nothing better than cheese- 
cloth finely quilted with a good qu

Monatiquot Spring. 


The Movatiquot spring is what is 
knownpasa boiling spring. It is located 
in a beautiful glen, sarrounded by noble 
old pines and cedars whose roots absorb 
all surface impurities, beneath a precipi- 
tous cliff of pure gravel, forming the 
northern edge of what is known as Dy- 
er’s plain, on South Braintree Heights. 
This plain, geologists tell us, stands io 
the end of aa old glacial moraine, and 
was doubtless formed, and its sands 
washed and purified by ages upon ages 
of eddying waters from the melting gla- 
cial ice and snow, into which no im- 
purities could possibly have found 
their way. 

The plain slopes slightly away from 
the spring, so that no surface drainage 
can effect its water, which must come 
from a great depth, as no weather con- 
ditions have the slightest effect upon it. 
Its temperature remains always the 
same (45 degrees) and it flows with the 
same steady stream, discharging some 
20,000 gallons daily, through the dryest 
August or the stormiest March. 

Geologists believe the true source of 
this spring to be the great cedar swamp 
of Plymouth county, the surface 


which is some fifty feet above this 
spring, the water finding its way, and 


being filtered and purified by percclating 
through many miles of gravel, absolut- 
ly free from organic matter, beneath 
the range of hills to the south of Brain- 
tree, and picking up on its way its val- 
uable mineral salts. 

If geologists ‘are right this would 
perhaps account, ina measure for the 
wonderful medicinal properties of the 
water, as itisa well known fact that the 
roots of the cedar possess wonderful 
healing qualities.

running on schedule time. Patrons of 
the street cars bave been inconvenienced 
many times the past winter, but con- 
sidering what the cars have had to 
contend with people bave been lucky 
to have any cars running.
